Western Senators 


I nun riic Denver Bust 
A driver who visited Moscow recently 
complained about the behavior of pedestri­ 
ans and motorists in that city, and also 
about tlu' naffic regulation, with apparent­ 
ly quite a bit of justification, but before we 
start getting down on the Russians, let us 
consider some of our own driving manner- 
’ isms around this country. 
Drivers in every section of tho land 
have their own habits. 
Fastern drivers 
move with a constant, distrustful chip on 
their shoulders. They are ready to shake 
fist and seowl at every move by another— 
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in anv direetion. They take the position that 
all other drivers are trying to wreck their 
ear:';. 


Drivers in the South are relaxed. Some 
of them are so relaxed that they forget to 
signal turns, and almost invariablv they 
swing to the right for a left hand turn and 
vice versa. 
Drivers in Ualifornia have many neat 
little tricks, such as passing on thè right 
at high speeds, without warning, and the 
continuous use of 60 miles an hour under 
all conditions. They never thank another 
driver for courtesy, either, which is a great 
discourager 
.As for the traffic codes of Moscow, or 
any place else, maybe we can take a tip 
or two. The Muscovites, for example, have 
a system of controlling minor traffic viola­ 
tions which, with .some variations, m i g h t 
work in the United States. Policemen carry 
little punches in their pockets. They cap­ 
ture law violators (wrong turners, non­ 
stoppers, and other trespassers) and punch 
Ihcir driver’s license. If a driver gets six 
punches in his driver’s license he loses it 
for six monlhs. In America, where we have 
a fairer way ol administering justice most 
of the time, the punch would have to be 
wielded by a judge or some officer of a 
court rather than by the policeman, and 
some provision would have to be made for 
withholding the license punching pending 
appeals to higher courts. But all in all, the 
license punch might become the most pro­ 
vocative invention in traffic control since 
the speed trap. 
In fact, if it hadn’t been invented in 
Moscow, it would probably be in effect here 
already. And it might have interesting re­ 
sults.
